Town Warrant 


To Frank G. Laughton, constable of the Town of Rip- 
ley in the County of Somerset, State of Maine 
GREETING: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby 
requested to notify and warn the inhabitants of the 
Town of Ripley, qualified by law to vote in town affairs, 
to meet at the Town Hall in said town on the 4th day 
of March, 1940 at 10:00 o’clock in the forenoon to act 
upon the following articles, to wit: 


Art. 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 

Art. 2. To choose a town clerk for the ensuing year. 

Art. 8. To hear the reports of the town officers. 

Art. 4. To choose three or more selectmen, assess- 
ors, and overseers of the poor, and vote their compen- 
sation. 

Art. 5. To choose a town treasurer and vote his 
compensation. | 

Art. 6. To choose one or more road commissioners. 

Art. 7. To choose one or more superintending school 
committee. 

Art. 8. To choose one or more trustees of the 
Crocker Library; a fire ward; and all other officers 
required to be chosen at this meeting. 

Art. 9. To see what sum of money the town will 
grant and raise for the support of common schools, 
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school house, repairs, miscellaneous school expenses, 
high school tuition, 

Art. 10. To see what sum of money the town will 
grant and raise to maintain town ways and bridges. 

Art. 11. To see what sum of money the town will 
grant and raise for the purpose of maintaining town 
ways and highways during the snow season. 

Art. 12. To see if the town will instruct the select- 
men to expend the money raised to maintain the town 
ways and highways during the snow season, or act any- 
thing thereon. 

Art. 13. To grant and raise a sum of money for 
support of poor. 

Art. 14. To grant and raise a sum of money for 
miscellaneous town expenses. 

Art. 15. To grant and raise a sum of money to pay 
interest on loans. 

Art. 16. To grant and raise a Sum of money for the 
support of Crocker Library. 

Art. 17. To grant and raise a sum of money for 
maintenance of State Aid Highways; Third Class and 
Special Resolve roads, for early patrol and cutting 
bushes on improved roads. 

Art. 18. To see if the town will vote to raise the 
sum of $48.00 for street lights, or act anything there- 
on. 

Art. 19. To see if the town will vote to raise the 
sum of $20.00 for public health nurse. 

Art. 20. To see if the town will grant and raise 
a sum of money for the purpose of retiring outstanding 
notes. 

Art. 21. To see if the town will vote to raise the 
sum of $15.00 for Memorial Day. 

Art. 22. To see what sum the town will appropriate 
for State Aid road construction (in addition to the 
amounts regularly raised for the care of ways, high- 
ways and bridges) under the provisions of Section 19, 
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Chapter 28, Revised Statutes of 1930, or under the 
provisions of Section 3, Chapter 229, Public Laws of 
193%: 

Art. 23. To see what sum, if any, the town would 
recommend to take from the joint state aid account 
for the purpose of applying bituminous surface treat- 
ment to STATE AID ROADS, in excess of the require- 
ments of Section 2, Chapter 132, P. L. 1935. 

Art. 24. To see what sum, if any, the town would 
recommend to take from the third class apportionment 
for the purpose of applying bituminous surface treat- 
ment to THIRD CLASS ROADS, in excess of the re- 
quirements of Section 1, Chapter 207, P. L. 1939. 

Art. 25. To see if the town will vote to instruct the 
selectmen to expend the State Aid and Third Class 
money at the Head of the Pond Road, beginning at the 
school house and going Westerly, or act anything 
thereon. 

Art. 26. To see if the town will vote to abate any or 
all of the 1939 real estate taxes of Wallace Cooley. 

Art. 27. To see if the town will vote to abate any 
or all of the 1939 real estate taxes of George Nutter. 

Art. 28. To get an expression of the Town as to 
what price, if any, they wish to charge George Nutter 
for the Lane schoolhouse. 

Art. 29. To see what method the town will adopt 
for payment and collection of taxes, to choose a tax 
collector, and vote his compensation. 

Art. 30. To see if the town will authorize the select- 
men and treasurer to borrow as a temporary loan or 
loans to and for the use of the town in anticipation of 
taxes of the current municipal year 1940-41; and in- 
struct said officials to retire any notes or obligations 
that may become due by issuing new ones which will 
not be in anticipation of taxes, or act anything there- 
on. 
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_ Art. 31. To see if the Town will vote to build a 
new fence around the Hale cemetery and raise the 
money for same. } 

Art. 82. To see if the town will vote to abate any or 
all of the 1939 real estate taxes of Coburn Cooley. 

Art. 33. To see if the town will vote to instruct the 
selectmen to expend the State Aid and Third Class 
money in rebuilding Woodcock Hill or act anything 
thereon. 

Art. 34. To see if the town will raise $100.00 to be 
expended in repairing culverts and buying and applying 
gravel on the Head-of-Dexter-Pond road from the 
Town Line to Town Line inclusive. 

Art. 35. To see if the town will instruct the select- 
men to contact the Central Maine Power Co. in regard 
to new reflectors for the Street Lights. 

Art. 36. To see if the town will vote to instruct the 
Selectmen to lay out a 3d class road designation and 
expend 83rd class monies thereon. 

Art. 37. To see if the town will instruct the select- 
men to expend the State Aid money from the Mills 
schoolhouse easterly to the Dexter town line, or act 
anything thereon. 

Art. 38. To act on any other business that may le- 
gally come before said meeting. 

The selectmen give notice that they will be in ses- 
sion for the purpose of correcting the list of voters in 
said town and hear and decide upon application of per- 
sons claiming to have their names entered upon said 
list at the town hall at 9:30 o’clock in the forenoon on 
the said day of meeting.

School Report 


To the Citizens of Ripley: 

The School Committee and superintendent of schools 
herewith respectfully submit the following report of 
the Ripley schools for the past fiscal year. 

Four schools were maintained beginning with the 
school year 1938-39, and the same is true for the pres- 
ent year. The list of teachers remained the same un- 
til late fall, 1939, when Mrs. Mary L. Fox was engaged 
to substitute for Mrs. Rena L. Eaton until some time 
next spring. 

The following term plan has been adopted, with full 
knowledge, however, that some change in the time of 
the spring vacation may have to be made on account of 


weather or travelling conditions. 


Fall term began Sept. 11, closed December 


15, 1939 14 weeks 


Two weeks vacation 
Winter term began January 1, closes March 


15, 1940 11 weeks 


Five weeks vacation 
Spring term begins April 22, closes June 7, 
1940 7 weeks

The following legal school holidays to be observed by 
closing; Armistice Day, November 11, Thanksgiving 
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Day, November 30, Washington’s Birthday, Feb. 22, 
and Memorial Day, May 30. Lincoln’s Birthday and 
Arbor Day to be observed by appropriate exercises at 
some time during the school session on those days. 

At the desire of the families interested it was finally 
arranged to have the Dexter school bus take the Ripley 
pupils on the Cambridge Road to the Dexter village 
schools. These pupils formerly were conveyed to the 
Webber school in Cambridge. The agreement arrived 
at by the two committees was for a price of $400. per 
year for tuition and conveyance, inclusive. This 
amounts to $1.27 per week per pupil, which is almost 
exactly the same as the terms of a similar arrangement 
between the towns of Garland and Dover-Foxcroft, 
now in effect for three years. No account is made of 
the fact that two high school girls on this road have 
the use of the bus to and from school. One other Rip- 
ley pupil, John Briggs, attends the Dexter grade 
schools. 


Ripley has this year the largest number of students 
in secondary schools for many years past, numbering 
23 in all. These are distributed as follows; Rhoena 
Richardson in Harmony High School; Joseph Page, Es- 
telle Page and Eva Wheeler in Hartland Academy; 
Ethalinda Ellms, Maxine Ellms, John Litchfield and 
John Murdock in Higgins Classical Institute; Harold 
Butler, Helen Mills, Dorothy Mills, Robert Mills, Alden 
Perkins, Barbara Perkins, Bernice Rees, Corris Rees, 
William Richardson, Frances Sevey, George Greaves, 
Malcolm Kittridge, Ruth Sevey, Mary L. Sevey and 
Martha Willard in Dexter High School. Eva Wheeler, 
however, moved away in the late fall and is not now 
on the list. Tuition Rates for these schools are now, 
for Dexter High, $57 per year, Higgins $100. per year, 
Hartland Academy $65. per year, and Harmony High 
576. per year. A check-up has been made from this 
office on the conduct, attention to work, etc. of all of 
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the above students, with no unsatisfactory reports be- 
ing received. Many records were exceptionally good. 

The number of pupils listed in the four Ripley 
schools last September 71, with 12 in the Hillside 
School, 12 in the Jones School, 24 in the Mills School 
and 23 in the Head-of-th-Pond School. 

A new fence had to be built around the Head-of-the- 
Pond lot, a small amount of shingling at the Hillside 
School. Outside of this only a few minor items have 
been done on buildings. The Lane School building was 
sold by the selectmen, as it had not been used for a 
great many years. 


FINANCIAL 


A year ago the fact that $102. in tuition and $512. 
of State Equalization Fund were received helped great- 
ly in making a good showing. This year no tuition and 
only $44. in Equalization Fund money was received. 
On the other hand four schools have been maintained 
for the whole year, and for only a part of last year. 
High school tuition costs, controlled wholly by the 
number who wish to attend and the cost of tuition. 
where they choose to attend, has been larger this year 
by $303.33. Comparison of each item of school ex- 
penditure with the same items in the last town repot 1s 
interesting and easily made. They will not be listed 
here. 

There will be no elementary school tuition bill next 
year as far as known except one for $30. Another 
favorable factor is that the State has sent notice that 
the Equalization Fund will be $474. payable in Dec. 
1940. . ; | 

One way of stating the matter is that money avail- 
able for all school purposes this year was less than last 
year by $306.30, despite the fact that the Town ap- 
propriation was $200. more. Necessary expenditures 
were more than for last year by $564.37. The two 
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really important factors determining this increase in 
cost are the number of schools maintained and the 
number of high school tuition students. However, it 
should be remembered that state re-imbursement for 
high school tuition paid out shows up in the succeed- 
ing year, and is two thirds up to a limit of $800. 

The average rate of taxation for school purposes for 
the year is .01275, for the entire state. The corres- 
ponding rate for Ripley is .01399. For Somerset Coun- 
ty the table shows 10 rates higher than Ripley and 13 
lower. The average municipal rate for the state is 
given as .05995, and that for Ripley as .0570.

REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


To the Citizens of the town of Ripley, I submit the 
eleventh annual report of the Dexter Community 
Nursing Service as related to Ripley, for the year 
1939. 

The following statistics give the result of the work 
in the schools: 


No. of children enrolled 67

A change has been made in the dental program 
throughout the state of Maine, beginning the first of 
the year 1940. Since we knew this change was coming 
and as we had only one dentist available in Dexter for 
work, we did not ask him to make the usual dental 
check-up. The new dental requirements, state that 
every child must visit the dentist’s office, if only to be 
certified for a sound and clean set of teeth. 

There is a great need of some type of program 
which will meet with the problem of the correction of 
dental defects. We have many children, who are ab- 
solutely unable to visit the dentist. It may be possible 
to arrange some type of clinic program with a nearby 
dentist, sponsored through some women’s club of the 
town. 

The teachers have been very cooperative in helping 
with the routine work in the schools, such as; testing 
of the eyes and ears. The pupils of the upper grades 
of the Mill school, had their ears tested with the audio- 
meter. 

One outstanding correction of a physical defect was 
made possible through the cooperation of local per- 
sons. One child, who was extremely near sighted, was 
taken to the oculist for vision correction. Her school 
work has greatly improved, also, she takes more pleas- 
ure in her general surroundings. 

Eleven homes were visited during the year. These 
calls were made to infants, maternity cases, and to 
the homes of school children. Physicians were assisted 
with two deliveries in the community; also post partum 
visits were made. 

The outstanding health needs in our community are 
as follows; to broaden the scope of the work in the 
community; to include regular visits to infants under 
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one year; to visit our preschool children at more fre- 
quent intervals; to interest expectant parents in the 
visit of the nurse; to provide some funds or method 
to meet the dental needs of our children; to place in the 
school rooms scales, that students may watch their 
progress in growth; to continue to help the teachers in 
their health work in the schools; to stimulate interest 
in vaccination against small pox and diphtheria; and 
to offer the tuberculin test for all to discover positive 
reactors to tuberculosis. 

The following is an analysis of the number of days 
spent in Ripley, miles traveled, and the number of home 
visits made in the community over the past five years.
